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Princes Street is the finest street in Edinburgh and 
admittedly without a rival in all Europe. Practically a mile 
long, on one side it is lined with splendid shops and mag¬ 
nificent hotels, clubs and public offices, while on the other 
is a series of beautifully laid-out gardens decorated with 
statues and monuments, including the graceful Scott 
Monument (200 feet high) erected after designs ^by “Kemp 
in 1840-44. 
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
